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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending with this paper. Claims 1-19 stand rejectee. Applicai t is adding 
claim 20. 

Applicant acknowledges the withdrawal of objections to the soecificatioa and the 
rejections of claims 1-19 under U.S.C. § 102(b). 

Applicant filed a Preliminary Amendment on Octobdr 28, 2002 requesting thai the title be 
amended to "Creating Collaborative Application Sharing." 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under the judicially crated doctrine *>f obviousnesfrHype 

double patenting over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No, 6,6lk,822.

Applicant is filing a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R . 1 .321(c) in another 
paper. Applicant is requesting reconsideration of claims 1-19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-19 are rejected by the Office Action under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,727,950 (Cook).

Regarding claim l f Cook does not even suggest the features of "establishing interaction 
parameters for the plurality of users based on a destination of the coNaborativt training 
session" and "establishing the network connection mode i between the plurality oi users in 
accordance with the interaction parameters." (Emphasis) added.) The Office Action admits 
(Page 5, section 5.): 

Cook does not explicitly teach establishing interactioii parameters foitthe plurality 
of users based on a destination of the collaboittive training session ajtd 
establishing the network connection mode betweei the plurality of users in 
accordance with the interaction parameters. However, interaction parameters f )r 
the plurality of users are just the number of users participated in the collaborative 
session. i 
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The Office Action alleges that there is a prior art teaching in which one can determine the 
number of users by observing the collaborative session a£er the establishment of tie neiwork 
connection. However, the combination of the alleged teaching and Cook woes not even suggest 
the feature of "establishing the network connection mode between the 'plurality uf users in 
accordance with the interaction parameters." (Emphasis added,) Moreover, tie alleged 
teaching does not teach anything about the number of users (being based onsthe destination of the 
collaborative training session. The combination of the alleged teaching an* Cook dots not" even 
suggest anything about interaction parameters that are based on the destinatim of the 
collaborative training session and thus fails to suggest thelfeature of "establishing interaction 
parameters for the plurality of users based on a destination of the collaborative training 
session." (Emphasis added.) 

Independent claim 10 includes the features of "logic that es«ablishes nteraction 
parameters for the plurality of users based on a destination of the collaborative training session" 
and "logic that establishes the network connection modej between the plurality o- users in 
accordance with the interaction parameters." Also, independent claim 1 1 huludes the .features of 
"a code segment that establishes interaction parameters for the plurality i>f users bised on a 
destination of the collaborative training session" and "a Icode segment that establishes the 
network connection mode between the plurality of users (to accordance with the interaction 
parameters." Moreover, claims 2-9 and 12-19 ultimately d<jpeud from claims 1 and 11 and are

patentable for at least the above reasons. Applicant requests Reconsideration ^f claims I -19. 
New Claim , 

Applicant is adding claim 20, which is supported by ^he specification as originally filed.

For example, the present patent application discloses (Page 232, lines 4-14. Bmphasisiadded.j:

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A decision is made at decision block 97200 to decide if the traveler desires to 
enter into a project room, Then, as shown in FIG. 9PB, at function ©lock 972 0 a 
user can view a listing of all the people that are active in the projeot and perform 
directory functions such as those discussed with reference to FIG. '90. Function 
block 97220 allows a traveler to review artifacts »uch as project deliverables, 
presentations and other materials. Then, at function block 97230 a traveler 
can add artifacts, or edit artifacts as shown id function block 97240 and 
control is passed via label A 97001. An artifact! can be deleted at function 
block 97250 and collaboration Is performed at function block 97260 as 
detailed in FIG. 90. Function block 97270 processes newsgroups sach as threads 
associated with a topic of interest to the traveler and function, block 97;J80 
processes discussion groups such as an interactive chat session oncollaboration 
concerning a point of interest with multiple participants. FinaMy control is 
returned via label A 97001.
